I sincerely  felt  that  an  injustice  had  been  done  when  a song 
as  world  popular  as  “Springtime  in  the  Rockies”,  composed  at  the 
Y,  could  not  in  some  fashion  be  kept  on  the  program.

• Because  of  the  wide  interest  be- 
ing shown  in  the  students’  date 
bureau  which  is  being  established 
on  the  B.Y.U.  campus,  and  be- 
cause of  some  mistaken  beliefs 
current  about  the  organization,  the 
members  are  writing  this  letter  to 
the  Y NEWS  describing  briefly 
the  function  of  the  bureau. 

In  the  first  place,  it  is  essen- 
tially a non  profit  organization,  all 
fees  charged  being  merely  to  cover 
expenses.  It  is  comprised'  of  reg- 
istered Brigham  Young  university 
students,  whose  motives  are  the 
better  socialization  of  a large  num- 
ber of  students.  All  persons  con- 
nected with  the  bureau  are  con- 
tributing their  time  without  charge. 
It  is  the  intention  of  the  bureau  to 
keep  all  the  bureau  transactions 
within  the  limits  of  good  taste. 

The  date  bureau  will  have  an 
office  on  the  lower  campus,  room 
248  E,  and  a staff  member  will  be 
there  from  3:30  to  4:30  during  the 
school  week.  On  Friday,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  3:30  hour,  the  office 
will  be  open  from  10:30  to  11:30  in 
the  morning.  Any  one  who  wishes 
may  come  to  the  office  at  these 
hours  and  register  free  of  charge. 
Application  for  a date,  however, 
entails  a small  fee.  The  date  bur- 
eau will  function  in  the  following 
manner: 

Costs  15  Cents 

Any  person  desiring  a congenial 
date  will  either  call  in  person  or 
phone  the  bureau  office,  and  file  an 
application,  giving  full  particulars 
about  himself — as  to  what  sort  of 
date  he  wishes,  about  how  much  he 
wishes  to  spend,  what  kind  of  en- 
tertainment is  planned,  what  his  in- 
terests are:  books,  movies,  dancing, 
painting,  music,  etc.  He  will  also 
give  pertinent  information  as  to 
his  own  height,  age,  etc.,  and  what 
sort  of  a partner  he  desires.  If  he 
has  some  specific  person  in  mind, 
he  will  indicate  the  fact,  otherwise 
the  bureau  will  proceed  to  match 
him  up  with  someone  who  fits  his 
specifications  listed  on  the  appli- 
cation. The  date  seeker  will  at  the 
time  of  filing  his  application  pay  a 
small  fee  and  if  he  takes  a date  he 
will  make  a final  payment.  The 
entire  fee  will  likely  not  exceed 
fifteen  cents. 

If  a person  desires  a date  for 
Tuesday  night  dance,  for  example, 
he  will  file  application  no  later 
than  Monday  afternoon  and  call  the 
next  day  to  select  his  date  from  a 
list  of  possible  dates  contacted  by 
the  bureau. 

The  date  bureau  system  has  been 
used  with  success  on  a number  of 
port  of  the  activity  of  the  bureau 
other  university  campuses  and 
instituting  the  service  on  the  B.Y. 
U.  campus  the  members  feel  that  a 
long  felt  need  will  be  satisfied.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  organization  will 
become  permanent  in  the  school. 
President  Harris,  Dean  of  Men 
Lloyd  and  Dean  of  Women  Smart 
have  all  given  their  approval  to  the 
movement.

Anyone  desiring  additional  in- 
formation may  obtain  it  from  either 
Jack  Rupper,  George  Killian,  Irv- 
ing Kelly,  Maurine  Murdock  oi 
Dan  Harrison.  And  incidently,  al 
information  on  file  at  the  date  bu- 
reau will  be  in  strict  confidence 
being  unrevealc-d  even  to  school  of- 
ficials. At  regular  intervals  a re- 
will be  sent  to  the  dean  of  men,  but 
information  about  specific  individ- 
uals will  be  kept  private.  Every 


effort  will  be  made  to  furnish  sat- 
isfactory dates  for  all  occasions. 

The  service  of  the  bureau  is  not 
restricted,  by  the  way,  to  men  stu- 
dents, but  is  open  to  girls  as  well. 
This  should  be  of  particular  bene- 
fit to  girls  when  the  social  unit 
season  begins,  because  the  date 
bureau  will  make  all  necessary  ar- 
rangement for  dates  for  unit  part- 
ies without  embarrassment  to  the 
girl.

Book 

Review. 


OH,  SAY  CAN  YOU  SEE! 
Lewis  Browne,  New  York,  Mac- 
millan Company  August  1937  pp. 
268. 

# We  have  read  what  Americans 
see  when  they  visit  Soviet  Russia. 
But  what  does  a Soviet  Russian 
see  when  he  comes  to  America? 
Lewis  Browne  takes  that  provoca- 
tive question  as  his  theme,  and 
weaves  a story  around  it  which  is 
at  once  exciting  and  hilarious. 
Readers  who  know  the  author  on- 
ly as  a historian  and  philosopher, 
having  read  such  of  his  books  as 
“Stranger  Than  Fiction”  and  “This 
Believing  World,”  will  be  delight- 
to  discover  with  what  sureness  and 
wit  he  has  been  able  to  produce  a 
work  of  fiction  dealing  with  a con- 
temporary scene.  Although  the 
general  athmosphere  is  one  of  light 
fiction,  there  is  a strong  sympathy 
for  the  Soviet  Russian  union  un- 
derneath the  comedy. 

Ivan  Feodorovitch  Krassmau- 
mov,  a young  Soviet  scientist,  ar- 
rives to  do  research  at  the  marine 
biological  station  in  California.  But 
from  the  beginning  he  becomes  so 
involved  with  human  beings  that 
he  finds  little  time  to  think  of  fish. 
He  becomes  involved  with  Carole, 
the  wife  of  a polo-playing  million 
a.ire,  and  with  Gus,  a taxi-drivetr 
whose  girl  is  in  trouble.  He  runs 
foul  of  Red-baiters,  is  lionized  by 
parlor-Pinks,  exploited  by  a fund 
grubbing  scientist,  and  bewildered 
by  everybody.  It  is  only  with  diffi- 
culty that  he  gets  people  to  under- 
stand the  Russian  way  of  living, 
and  that  no  one  is  starving  in 
Russia.  After  leaving  the  customs 
with  just  90c,  he  has  some  diffi- 
culty, but  he  meets  many  people 
who  help  him  to  rise  to  a place  of 
promiinence,  and  become  adjusted 
to  the  American  way  of  doing 
things.  In  spite  of  the  help,  Ivan 
never  does  understand  the  people 
of  America.  By  thp  time  he  has  to 
leave  again  (in  a hurry)  lie  has 
discovered  that,  no  matter  what 
else  it  may  be,  America  is  not  in 
the  least  like  Russia. 

Fanatical  partisans  of  either 
country  will  probably  find  this  a 
disturbing  book,  for  the  author — 
who  has  made  two  extended  trips 
to  Soviet  Russian — is  an  unawed 
by  Communist  pretensions  as  He 
is  by  Capitalist  prejudice.  But  even 
they  will  want  to  read  it  through, 
if  only  to  discover  what  becomes  of 
the  hero.  As  for  other  readers, 
they  will  find  it  an  entertaining  and 
illuminating  novel. — Farol  Hassell.

Eddie  Kimball  says 
that  The  Y will  fight  it  out  with 
Utah  and  Colorado  U.  for  confer- 
ence honors.
